ext] After several weeks of “social purification" leading to the dieminsal 
of several thousand government employees judged “corrupt” or “incompetent,” 
South Korea is now undergoing a vast campaign of "moralization"” of public 
lif. The regime of General Chon, who became chief of state on 27 August, 
ie is fact preaching a “new order” of which an entirely military austerity 
is a part. 





in recent days, the army has released some 9,000 “hooligans” after 4 weeks 
of “reeducation in the camps." In the same period, 175 individuals were 
convicted by a court martial as a result of their participation in the 
uprisings in Kwangju in May. 


Our correspondent, Philippe Pons, describes the state of the South Korean 
society and economy more than 3 months after these troubles in this series 
of 3 articles. 


1. ‘The Army Against "Chacs” 


Seoul--Caps with decorative braid on the visors and bemedaled uniforms on 
the one hand, and well-cut suits and dark glasses on the other: a few 
kilometers from the demilitarized zone which divides the Korean Peninsula 

in two along the 38th Parallel, staff generals and businessmen, symbolically 
flanking the few politicians present, were present on 22 August at the 

birth of the Chon regime. 


The new master of South Korea, Gen Chon TU-hwan, surrendered his four 
stars to make preparations to take over, on 1 September, the reins of a 
country reduced to silence. Once again, the military and industrial leaders 
in South Korea find themselves side by side in the unanimous rejection of

brutality with which the soldiers acted. There is more press censorship 
than ever, but no one is unaware of what happens, and there is hardly any 
loubc in toe minds of many that General Chon bears a part of the responsi- 
bility for thie affair The lesson derived from these events in the circles 
hostile to the regime ts that once he has the country in hand, he will 
tolerate no opposition, any challenge being likely to be regarded as an act 
of sedition and repressed as such. 


uc must give the Pak regime credit for having lifted South Korea into the 
ranks of (hose small Asian economic powers which, in the wake of Japan, 

have carved out for themselves in these recent years a place on the world 
market. Starting from a bare subsistence level 20 years ago, Korea has 
achieved a per capita gross national product of $1,600 (about 6,700 francs). 
Even if thie figure is more indicative than a reflection of the reality of 
life for the malority of the citizens, the progress made is undeniable. Sut 
just as evident ts the failure of the Pak regime to provide this country, 
with ice old civilization and high educational level, with institutions 








which, taking the clash with the North into account, could respond to 
the aspirations of the people, 


in the course of the past decade, diplomata and observers hive been obsessed 
with economic progresa, forgetting that this wan achleyed at the cont of 

the sacrifice of basic democratic principles and a certain number of the 
norma of civilization, To deny Koreans the right to choose their leaders 
pute the country at risk. Pak himself was the victim of the blockage of 

the political situation: didn't his assassination prove that the society 
cannot develop except by violence? 


in the strict sense of the term, General Chon did not seize power by a 
military coup d'etat as Pak did in 1961, We did not carry off one "coup" 
but successive ones, which while maintaining the facade of a civil govern 
ment for a time deprived it of all power. In the end, that power hie fallen 
definitively today to the military, who meantime made a clean sweep: To 
army has been purged, the dissidents, students and politicians in the oid 
majoricy as well as the opposition have been eliminated, discredited o1 
neutralized in some cases, and very simply arrested in others. 


The “National Mission" 


Since the republic was created in 1948, after half a century of Japanese 
domination, there have been three political forces in South Korea: the army, 
the politicians and the students. In a pendulum movement, the power swings 
from one extreme to the other without ever stabilizing in the center. In 
L960, it was the student demonstrations which caused the fall of the dic- 
tatorship of Syngman Rhee. But they only succeeded because the army 

remained neutral. Today the situation is radically different. In a 

country in which 6 percent of the gross national product and 35 percent o! 
the bulget are devoted to defense, the army (600,000 men for a population 

of ‘8 million) is inevitably destined to play a leading political role. 


Under the Pak regime, the military worked closely with the authorities. 
Both in the government and in public enterprises there were a substantial 
number of former generals. Tomorrow, behind and with General Chon, the 
military will govern the country. These generals, for the most part the 
product of the lith graduating class of the military academy, the first to 
have completed a full cycle of studies, and the young colonels who support 
them, believe that they are the best suited by their education, in many 
cases completed abroad, and the values of honor and rec*itude of which they 
regard themselves as the repositories, to carry out the : ational mission 
which, in their view, falls to the army--saving the nation from chaos. 
With his takeover of the general staff on the night of 12 December, 
General Chon eliminated the majority of the generals of the preceding 
generation, opening up the flow of promotions guaranteeing him the loyalty 
of the younger officers. 


Is the army united? “Entirely so," we are told by Gen No Tae-u, the second 
figure in the junta, and presently head of military intelligence services. 














nm hia liaugural apeech on seplember, General Chon said that the 
government will carry out, "one after the other, the tasks designed to 
orovide the nation with the foundations necessary for democracy." The Chon 
regime does not however seem likely to be of a nature basically different 
from that of Pak, elther in terma of its constitution, which will be 
completed in October, or tte inetitutions: authoritarianism, centralized 
power and an assembly reduced to a figurehead role (some of the members, it 


ts sald, might be chosen on a corporatist basis) will be the dominant 
characteristics, Seemingly, the new masters of the country assign as mich 
importance to the imscltution which “legitimized” their power and guarantees 
it as to the propagation of their ideology. There is a certain element of 
mysticism in these young officers who support General Chon. tle himself, 


the propaganda indicates, was swept into power by a "popular wave" more 
than political ambition. "Chon wept as he made the decision to leave the 
immy and respond to the appeal of the nation," General No told us. 


‘he military {tn power are determined to implement this "new order" they 
want for Korea immediately: "national mobilization" and "moral reform" of 
the soctal body are on the agenda. General Pak spent 2 years stabilizing 
his regime and he was only really able to institutionalize his authority 
with the Yushin constitution in 1972. President Chon takes over an 


already-established and tested repressive machine and an effective 
idmioistrative apparatus. The Saemaul, the movement for the new villages 
established in 1970, which certainly contributed to the development of the 
rural sector while serving as one of the enrollment mechanisms for the /’ak 
regime, ts now accompanied by "purification campaigns." 


for some weeks now the slogan of "moral rearmament" has prevailed in South 
Korea [ct ts a kind of cultural revolution of which the target is aot 
Confucius, bur the elimination of "the demons blocking the path of develop- 
ment for the country.” Anything which might distract the Koreans from the 
national goals must be banished, from the primary schools to the factories. 
The content of the -elevision programs has been altered: there has been a 
40-percent increase in educational programs, the elimination of films 
dealing with free love, adultery and family quarrels, as well as broadcasts 
describing the life of the rich and the idle. Songs judged "erotic"™--given 
the prevailing Confucianism, this word is a little strong--"too melancholy 
or pessimistic,’ may no longer be broadcast. By way of example, some 20 
television stars whose lives are deemed "scandalous" no longer have the 
right to appear on the screen. In order to strengthen national cohesion, 
regional dialects are prohibited on the airwaves and shamanist practices 
(widespread) may no longer be pursued in public. These goals will he 
achieved the more easily since the press is entirely controlled. 


"National mobilization," "social justice," "morality"--these are the 


slogans common to all regimes which, ranging from Mussolini to the Japanese 
military, have displayed a more or less confused populism for the purpose 
of monopolizing the right to speak in the name of the people. Without a 
doubt, there is something more than demagogy in the steps taken by the 





Chon regime: the decision to eliminate the planning courses, costly but 
necessary, for entrance into the universities will substantially alleviate: 
the educational costs pald by poor families. "Purges" in the odministration, 
moreover (nearly 12,900 persons affected), whicl were a pretext for getting 
rid of dublous political elementa, also made it possible to cut away dead 
wood and thus, some think, to make the bureaucracy efficient agaln, 


The Battle of the "Three Kims" 


The new regiwe has an ambivalent relationship with the Pak regime, (On th 
one hand, it claim t ‘e tts heir, and on the other, it is seeking to 
destroy its unity »y eliminating so-called "corrupt" elements which could 
not have proliferated except with the tolerance of the defimet president. 
lt is explained today that Pak stayed in power too long and could not 
eliminate the corruption undermining his regime without destroying its 


foundatio.s. "Drastic and painful steps were necessary to remove the cancers 
eroding tie social body: General Chon had the courage to do this," a youny 
uffticer told us. At the beginning of his regime, Pak too effected purge: 


as well, dispatching the "corrupt" elements about their business. Today, 
the victims of the purges are supposed to return their ill-gotten gains to 
the state, 


The removal from the scene of former Prime Minister Kim Jong-pil, charged 
with corruption, is symbolic of the end of an era, but also of the fate 
reserve’ by the Chon regime for politicians of all hues readily labeled 
“opportunists, agitators, manipulators, idealists or cynics." At the be- 
ginning of the year, the political interplay was dominated by the battle 

of the "three Kims" (Kim Jong-pil, president of the republican party, 

Kim Young-san, president of the new democratic opposition party, and 

Kim Tae-chung). Of the three, Kim Tae-chung is the most hated by the 
military. Doubtless aware that he could never gain their support, he tried 
to play the part of popular support to impose himself upon them. Seeing 
the threat of difficulties, they reacted, and Mr Kim today is being court 
martialed for ‘‘sedition" and “communism.” The military wants both to 
eliminate the man and kill the myth. Kim Tae-chung is "dangerous." In 
1971, he ran against Pak in the presidential election, winning 45 percent 
of the vote. In 1978, his party carried a majority of the votes in the 
general elections (but not a majority in the assembly, where a third of the 
members were appointed by Pak). 


The Weight of the Countryside 


Despite the present lethargy, the future nonetheless contains unknown 
elements. It is true that the main student leaders are in prison, the 
Church is dead--a number of priests and ministers have been arrested-~and 
the Christian movements functioning in workers’ circles have been 
neutralized. “It is prohibited to use propaganda for the faith to arouse 
discontent," the newspapers specify. In addition, the weight of the rural] 
sector, where daily life is still profoundly imbued with Confucianisn,

young, and in particular the students and the workers, are seeking in vain 
ror a place in society,’ Cardinal Kim, the archbishop of Seoul, wrote in an 
open letter written tn connection with the anniversary of the Korean War. 

He went on: “Unless their expectation of building a just society in which 


lemocracy can flourish is met, we will proceed toward social instability.” 


hhere exists La horea a tradition of dissidence an’ opposition by the 
intellectuals which dates back to the beginning of the century: even the 
Japanese colonialist apparatus could not stamp it out. The Chon regime is 
accepted with resignation by many, and as serving their interests by 

others, out it will be much more difficult with regard to the intellectuals. 
They were at tive head of a movement for independence from the Japanese, and 
then went inco the streets in 1960 to demand that Syngman Rhee be ousted. 

'{ the military believe that they are charged with a "mission" today, the 
studenls too believe that they have a duty toward the country. The re- 
opening of the universities next month will be a test for the new regime. 


The second unknown factor is the reaction of the inhabitants in the province 
of Cho .a, ot which Kwangju is the capital. Repression has strengthened 

the ranks of a population which has traditionally been the victim of 
discrimination by the rest of the Koreans. What will its attitude be if 
Kim Tae-chung, a native of this province, is executed? The Cholla students 
"sent up" to Seoul are the most radical. All of this creates a strong 
minority, disorganized without a doubt, but unwilling to accept the status 
quo. “This will take months perhaps, but one day the students will come 
into the streets again. Whatever the risks,'' one of them told us.

General Chon, the new head of the South Korean state, and the military 
officers surrounding him, believe that they are entrusted with a "national 
mission” to put an end to the "chaos" created by the politicians. Their 
authoritarian populism is reflected in the extensive purge and the estab- 
lishment of a burdensome moral order. However, the fate of Kim Tae-chung, 
their main adversary, on trial in Seoul, and the attitude of the 
intellectuals and students hostile to the new regime will have their 
effect on the future of the new regime (LE MONDE, 9 September).

An Economy in Crisis 


ihe economy is undergoing what is ..thout a doubt the most serious crisis 
it has experienced since it "took off" early in the 1960s under the tron 
rule of Pak. But these difficulties are nothing new and have little 
relation with political events: these latter have simply aggravated social 
tensions and, above all, shaken the confidence of foreign lenders. 


Since 1978, Korea iias had to deal with new problems. The planned direction 
of the economy, without a doubt adapted to a period when the choices were 
clear, in view of the underdevelopment of the country, has in fact revealed 
its limits. A concern for prestige led to the choice of dubious priorities. 
For example such sectors as the automotive industry, machine t ols and 
cement are today on the brink of disaster. They survive only thanks to 
artificial maintenance. Moreover, in a less favorable international context, 
one of the mechanisms of Korean development, inflation, which made it pos- 
sible to lighten the loan burden speedily and encouraged investments, began 
to work in the opposite direction, tmdermining the competitive capacity of 
the export industries. the motive force of the "miracle." The rise in the

Will the populiam of the regime suffice to defuse popular discontent’ The 
economists point out that Korea has no choice: the lack of equilibrium 
in the trade balance (4.5 billion dollare in 1979, or about 15.9% billion 
france) cannot be reduced in 1980, because the of] bill will have doubled, 
adding 3 billion dollars (about 12.6 billion francs) to the tmport burden. 
Nor can one expect 4 recovery in the balance of current payments, where 
the deficit came te 4.2 billion dollars (about 9.24 biliton france) last 
year (i.e. 4 times that in 1978). This year it may reach 6 billion dollars 
(about 25.2 billion frances). This situation leads to a steady increase 
in the foreign debt: in 1980 Korea suat borrow 7 to 8 billion dollare 
(between 29.4 and 33.6 billion francs), a not-unsubstantial part of which 
must »o simply for refinancing. 





Korea, which is one of the main borrowers on the international market, 
does not seem to date to have encountered any difficulty in finding credit. 
The takeover of the country by the military again has seemingly reaseured 
lenders. Made a littie nervous following the uprisings in Kwangju, the 
foreign bankers assigned to Seoul seem more relaxed. in March, the Korea 
Exchange Bank borrowed 500 million dollars at a still-advantageous interest

Seoul--Whether it is a question of the removal of President Cho opening 
the way to the official takeover of the regime by Gen Chon lu-hwan, or th 
beginuiog of the trial of Kim Tae-chung, symbol of the opposition, who may 
receive the death penalty, the United States has contented itself with 
indicating ite “concern,” sometimes “profound.” During thie last August,

circles which want stabilization of the situation in Korea at any price. 
just after the appointment of the National Security Committee, a kind of 
super-cabinet controlled by the military, on 31 May, Mr Carter said: “We 
cannot abandon our relations with our allies and trade partners simply 
because they do not respect our concept of the rights of man.” 


That having been said, and with 60,000 men stationed in Korea, the United 
States has for 3 years had 4 responsibility toward this country of an 
entirely different nature than that of its neighbor Japan, which is content 
to see its capital bear fruit there. Rarely have the aspirations of the 
Koreans been flouted with such little emotion aroused in international 
public opinion, that in America in particular. One of two things gust be 
true, it appears: either the passivity of Washington reflects the inability 
of the United States to influence the situation, or else it bears witness 
to a tacit agreement. The two factors seem to be combined.

“Exerting too strong 4 pressure on men who are unaccustomed to the political 
and diplomatic game can only lead to reactions contrary to what we would 
like,” an American source comments. Within this perspective, it would be 

by “choice” that the Americans have opted not to use the means of military 
and economic pressure available to them. This would also involve strategic 
reasons. “Our ftavolvement in Korea is vital, and we will not risk it,”

in an interview with General Wickham in early August, utilized by Seoul 

as "proof" of American support (LE MONDE, 14 August), the commander of the 
American forces explained that in January, some young colonels had come to 
see him to warn him of their intention of overthrowing General Chon, but 
he dissuaded them from it. Following this interview, in which the genera! 
said that the United States was ready to support General Chon's regime on 
condition that it "demonstrate its popularity,” the State Department 
announced that these statemente did not reflect the position of the United 
States. In fact, General Wickham's statement seemed to the Americans 
"untimely," above all. it nonetheless expresses a position which, in the 
absence of any other clearly stated one, appears to be that of the United 
States. 


The zigzage of the Americans for some months have seemingly caused them to 
lose ground on all counts. In the view of the military, who by nature are 
aware only of the balance of forces, the United States seemed weak and 
finally more maneuverable than they had thought. In the view of the 
opponents asserceing their isolation, the United States no longer appears to 
give even morsel support. During the 18 years of the Pak regime, his 
adversaries here, without dreaming of Washington's support, nonetheless 
retained relative confidence in the Americans. 


The political skill Pak acquired in his relations with the United States- 
he knew, when it was necessary, how to take a step backward in order 
subsequently to take two forward--allowed Washington to retain relative 
credibility with the dissidents. 


The death of Pak could have been an opportunity for the United States to 
regain prestige. On the contrary, it revealed what the ambiguous

The fact that they went 
along for monthe with the beginnings of a new military regime in Korea only 
shows the Lllusery seture of the human rights policy, which was one of the 
themes fn Mr Carter's electoral platform. 


ihe loss olf prestige ia Korea by the United States may perhaps place 
limitationa on the relations between the two countries in the future. No 
me knows how Long the Chon regime will last. In failing to dissociate 
itself from a group of generals basing their regime on force and repression 
=the electoral masquerade on 27 August changed nothing--the United States 
ident iftled tteelf with that regime. This is a political “error” which might 
ove day bave important effects on the American presence in a country where 
the opposition long retained its confidence in an America known today to be 
utopian. Seemingly the Americans are letting the generals proceed in the 
bellef thac in order to legitimize their regime on the international level, 
they will in a few months be forced to compromise. But the bitterness will 
be no less for that.
